Some of the Early History of the 
Settlement—Old Block 
House 
From Which 
Indians 
Were 
Fought—Many Old Residents of 
Town Present—Exercises of the 
Day 


D racut Is 200 years young and the 
people of the town are celebrating the 
200th anniversary of the incorporation 
of the town today. 
D racu t is one of th e oldest towns 
In the commonwealth. 
Its 
incorpora­ 
tion antedates the 
adoption 
of 
the 
constitution by about SO years, and its 
settlem ent runs back at least to 1GS8, 
with the probability of being a good 
deql older, or practically contem poran­ 
eous with Concord (1635) and Billerica 
(1635-6) and Chelmsford (1652). W h a t­ 
ever the exact date m ay have been 
there is no question th at when white 
men first established their homes in 
w hat is now tile territory of Dracut,, 
they were tin* very outposts of the a d ­ 
vancing civilisation. 
D ra cu t’s 
nam e 
was 
supplied 
by 
Samuel Varnum, one of the first s e t­ 
tlers, who seems to have come from 
one of the several D raycotts in E n g ­ 
land. 
In D ra cu t’s early history the M erri­ 
mack was the great highw ay up and 
down this valley and around P aw tu ck ­ 
et Falls p o r t a g e , there was constantly 
an Indian village. 
The settlers of the 
future D racut had thus, in sole* ting 
this point for their dwelling 
place, 
enforced upon themselves 
not 
only 
the usual problem of w resting a liv­ 
ing from the wilderness, but the n e c ­ 
essity of 
defending 
the 
Paw tucket 
Falls portage as a strategic m ilitary 
situation. One of the outcomes of that 
necessity was a garrison house and 
another a ♦’ort. 
The 
form er 
has long since d isap ­ 
peared. even with all knowledge of its 
location, but the garrison house, solid­ 
ly built of great tim bers to resist a t ­ 
tack, rem ained In a fair sta te of pres­ 
ervation up to about 20 years ago. It J 
stood in w hat is now Lowell territory. 
on the farm of th*- late M ajor Henry 
Finery, off Riverside street, on a knoll 
overlooking the point of 
junction 
of ; years ago 
Beaver brook with 
the 
M errim ack yielded to 
J iver. 
This refuge against the Indians was 
most 
adm irably 
placed 
to 
guard 
against 
surprise. 
I t 
com m anded a 
view to the south of the white c a ta ­ 
ract pouring down over the rocks at 
P aw tucket Falls: to the east. the m a g ­ 
nificent basin 
in which 
the 
w aters 
paused and circled in a thousand e d ­ 
dies which even the m arch of civiliza­ 
tion in 260 years has 
not 
essentially 
(hanged, before 
t h e y sped 
aw ay 
at 
right angles to their previous course, 
and sought the ocean 30 miles to the 
northeast. 
H unt's falls 
well 
below, 
P aw tucket Falls above, and a wilder­ 
ness of forest swept in a wide circle 
behind, and protected their flanks. 
The garrison house was 45 feet long 
by 22 feet wide, two stories high, with 
a pitched roof. 
It was built in 
1674. 
The 
flooring 
and 
fram ing 
tim bers 
■were 16 inches square, of pine. 
The 
second story projected over the first 
nearly a foot, the floor of the project­ 
ing portion being pierced with holes 
to permit shooting 
down upon foes 
that might assail the walls to destroy 
or set fire to them. 
The perpendicular 
projecting tim bers of the second story, 
term inated at their lower ends in c u r­ 
ious 
conical 
shapes, apparently in ­ 
tended for ornam ent, and there was

stone wall, supposed to I ave been pro­ 
vided for the women and children. 
T hat this old building nobly served 
its 
intended use is known from the 
fact of its survival, and the w ell-au­ 
thenticated accounts of num erous oc­ 
casions when the white people of the 
neighborhood gathered within its walls 
and stood off the copper-colored foes. 
The building was torn 
down 
about 
lsao. 
Tile first m eeting-house was built 
at 
Paw tucket Falls, on tile site now 
occupied by the P aw tucket Congrega­ 
tional church, in 1714, and a barrel of 
cider and "such rum as m ay be deem ­ 
ed needful" w as authorized to be pro­ 
vided for the raising. 
Thymus Parker 
was the first minister, and everything 
goes to show th at lie was a true p as­ 
tor and a true pioneer. 
In consequence of the spreading out 
of 
the settlem ent to the eastward* 
about 1745, a dem and for a new church 
arose, and the controversy became so 
acute in respect to its location that 
the General Court was finally appealed 
to. 
The com m ittee 
of 
the 
General 
Court selected a spot east of Beaver 
brook, apparently at tile 
location of 
what was subsequently known as the 
Centre church or "Old Yellow Meeting 
House.” 
At any rate the church then 
built and opened in 1748, was subse­ 
quently replaced, 
and 
the 
building 
that was substituted was the Old Yel­ 
low Meeting House. 
This was built 
in 1 793, and was standing up to w ith­ 
in a few years. 
About the sam e tim e the people in 
the westerly part of the town, th at is 
in the 
neighborhood 
of 
Paw tucket 
Falls, were so wrought up by theologi­ 
cal differences and 
the 
old location 
dissension 
th a t 
they 
built 
a 
new 
church, and this in 1797 was incorpor­ 
ated under the nam e of the W est C on­ 
gregational church in Dracut. 
A few 
also this ancient building 
the m arch of progress and 
a new brick church was erected, the 
territory being now within the p re­ 
cincts of the city of Lowell. 
In 1811, M ajor Joseph Bradley Var- 
num, whose estate m ay still he seen a 
few miles from Lowell on tile Methuen 
road, then representing the state of 
M assachusetts in 
the 
United 
s ta te s 
senate, voiced a sentim ent which had 
been the general feeling of his tow ns­ 
men then for nearly a century in a 
speech 
relative to the extension of 
slavery to 
the 
Mississippi 
territory, 
saying: "W hen there is a disposition 
to retain a part of our species In slav- 
ery there cannot be a proper respect 
for the rights of m ankind.” 
It was in his own family probably 
that the example of manum ission had 
been set long before even he was born. 
He was a brave soldier in the Revolu­ 
tion, and his wife Mollie (Butler), for 
whom in late years the locrtl chapter 
of D aughters of the American Revolu­ 
tion have named their organization, 
was one of the sam e sort. 
It is no wonder that the old town 
puts on her guy attire and invites d is­ 
tinguished guests to celebrate with her 
her 200th birthday. 
She has much to 
be proud of iii historic association. 
The interesting exercises were open­ 
ed this m orning by salutes and ringing 
bricks 0f bells at sunrise. 
The old cannon at 
Navy Yard, which has been in 
use 
for m any years, boomed out its a n ­ 
nouncement to the residents of the his­ 
toric- town, th at the sun had risen on 
a day full of interest to them. 
Then 
all the bells In tile town took up the 
glad tidings repeating them from one 
end 
of tile township 
to the 
other. 
The church bell at the Centre, and 
the mill bells at Collinsville and the 
Navy Yard, rang out in joyous unison, 
their accom panim ent to the booming 
of the cannon. 
The town is gay with bunting, and 
the Stars and Stripes float over many 
private residences and places of busi­ 
ness. besides the public buildings In 
tile town.

The Invitation which your com m ittee 
so kindly extended to me I have a c ­ 
cepted with a grateful appreciation of 
its honor as well as a keen realization 
of its duties and difficulties, 
it Is with 
feelings of unbounded adm iration, it 
is with feelings of awe and reverence 
that I attem pt to pay a fitting tribute 
to those men and women whose lives 
have left such a lasting impress, and 
tile result of whose work we are here 
today to recognize and to give loving 
hoinuge. 
You have come here with a feeling of 
affection for tile old town, its people, 
its traditions, Its history. To m any of 
you these scenes are the place of your 
birth, ho m any 
of you they are dear

To m any of you these associations

The minoentous conse­ 
quences of tiffs m igration were beyond 
their wildest dreams. The part which 
New England 
was destined to plav

progress 
of this 
nation needs no word of praise from 
me. 
In physical 
and mental endowment 
the P uritans were particularly fo rtu n ­ 
ate. They were chosen from the best i suconaway 
English class, the squires and yeoman 
ry. 
Stern, 
self-reliant, 
with 
the 
purest of English blood, with a fearless 
courage and an all absorbing love and 
fear of God in their hearts, it has been 
well said of them, "God sifted a whole 
nation that 
He might 
send choice 
grain into the wilderness.” 
Of sui Ii tim ber ladies and gentlemen, 
was the foundation of this town laid. 
And if it is Justly regarded as a great 
blessing to be 
the descendants 
of a 
wise, a pure, a noble ancestry, w’e de­ 
scendants of those men and women, 
may well feel a thrill of pride th a t the 
sam e blood courses through our veins. 
The 
strenuous 
life, 
the perils 
and 
hardships, the struggles ofttim es for 
mere existence, gave little opportunity 
to our forefathers 
to hand 
down a 
complete chronicle of their lives. Much 
that would b»‘ of value has been lost. 
But I wish to give you this morning.

Samuel Vacuum. who carne here I ii 
1664. and settled above Paw tucket Falls, 
was 
tile 
first actual 
settler. 
Born 
in Dracut, England, to him belongs th** 
honor of nam ing 
the 
town. 
E d ­ 
ward Coburn came here a little later 
and it is Interesting to note th at de­ 
scendants of these two men occupy 
part of the original grunts. 
In fact 
nest of the Vanillins and Coburns of 
this vicinity may trace their ancestry 
to these first settlers. 
A s an illustration of tile constant 
leril of those (lays it is related 
• anilic! Vanillin and three of ids chll- 
lren while crossing Hie M errimack one 
morning to milk the cows were shot at 
by indians and two of tin* ( o h s killed. 
The hoys of today complain of 
the 
dull life on the farm. 
Would fanning 
u n d e r such excitement keep them at 
home? 
Fu>‘ thirty-five years the little colony 


grew slowly. The fertility of the soil, 
the good hunting and fishing had a t ­ 
tracted some twenty-fl v*» families here 
from Salem, Ipswich, Chelmsford and 
older towns by the beginning of the 
18th century. 
The difficulty of a tten d ­ 
i n g church in Chelmsford and the lo- 


j cation of the land seemed to w arrant a 
'tow nship. 
Feb. 26th, 1701, the general 
1 court made this quaint answer to tile 
petition of Samuel 
Sewell, 
Ephriam 
Hunt. Benjamin Walker, John Hunt, 
Jo nathan Belcher and others: 
I 
“A tract of land for a township on 
, the North side of Merrimack River, j 
beginning at the Island lying In Mer­ 
rim ack river, called 
W ekasook 
& 
takes about half of it, & is bounded 
by (’apt. .Scarlet and 
D unstable line! 
on the Northwest as farre as Kimball's 
farm at Jeremei Hill, which is about 
six miles in a crooked line. Then it is 
bounded by Dunstable line on the West 
about four miles. 
It is bounded south­ 
erly by M errimacke River about seven 
miles by a straight line to Wekasook, 
w here we began. The South East corn­ 
er is a 
white oake marked with 
a 
D a little from Hie 
River; and from 
thence It runs 
due North six miles, 
which line is parallel with Dunstable 
line on that side; then by a North 
West line it again cioseth to the Dun­ 
stable line. 
This N orth West line is 
four miles long, then on the west is 
bounded by D unstable four miles ” 
“ Dracut Township contains 22,334 as 
attests Jo. Danforth, Survey’!-.” 
In other words. D racut comprised all 
of its present territory, the parts of 
Lowell known as CentralvUle and Paw- 
t ticket Ville, and extended into Pelham 
some three miles. 
Our land 
is rich In Indian 
legend. 
Centuries ago it was the capital seat 
of the Paw tucket tribe. 
At those Falls 
they held their conclaves, smoked the 
pipe of peace and In the quiet waters 
below the falls, caught the shad and 
the salmon. Two of their chiefs, Pas- 
and W annalancit, his son, 
were friendly to the white men and 
perhaps for this reason the historian 
records less of bloodshed and m as­ 
sacre than has befallen other localities. 
In your school 
days you 
have felt, 
doubtless, how wronged has been the* 
poor Indian. 
You have rebelled against 
the cruelty of the English who robbed 
him of his heritage. As a balm to your 
conscience as well as an example of 
business Integrity and strict sense of 
honor, it may be said th a t this land 
was purchased of the Indians by the 
settlers for a 
consideration of three 
hundred pounds, paid to John Thomas, 
sagamore. To me this seems a signi­ 
ficant and charitable act. 
For years 
the Indians 
had waged 
a cruel and 
treacherous war. 
Block or garrison 
houses 
and forts 
were a neeesnlty. 
Time after time was the settler com­ 
pelled to flee to these for safety, of­ 
ten returning to find his little home. 
which had cost him such unceasing toll, 
was In ashes. On your program is a 
picture of tile 
old (tarrlsofn 
House 
which for two hundred years stood on 
Riverside street, now Lowell. 
The Indians once planned an attack 
on that 
house. 
The soldiers 
were 
aw ay and only a m other and her chil­ 
dren were In Hie house. 
Perceiving 
the danger, this brave woman put on 
the uniform of a soldier and patrolled 
the house as though on guard. 
She 
disappeared for a moment, only to re­ 
appear in another uniform. 
Again she 
donned the uniform of a colonel. 
The 
Indians, 
alarm ed tit 
this 
apparent 
force, did not dare to attack. 
During King Phillip’s war the town 
was attacked and fourteen of the cab- 
t h a t j ins burned. 
So great was the danger 
and 
so 
cruel 
Hie 
barbarities the 
general court offered a bounty on In ­ 
dian scalps. 
A Captain Love’.vell 
o r­ 
ganized in expedition 
in which were 
John Vanillin 
and Henry Coburn 
of 
re* i vnt. 
Fifty 
miles 
above 
Lake 
Wlnnepiseogee the expedition scalped 
***•*- Indian and captured an Indian boy. 
Tho general court w as so well pleased 


with 
this result th a t 
they not only 
gave a bounty of one hundred and fifty 
liounds. but a gratu ity of fifty pounds. 
The old saw, "No good Indian but a 
dead Indian.” m ust have been p art of 
the Puritan creed. 
Dan we in 
this day and a g e know 
w hat 
it was for our 
forefathers to 
blaze their way 
Into the forests to 
make a home? And what of our fore 
mothers, those women, so gentle anil 
loving, so tender and strong? 
Rever­ 
ently I say to you, no grander women 
ever performed God s service. 
it was not the day of steam and elec­ 
tricity 
with all their 
wealth of com­ 
forts and luxuries. 
It was years be­ 
fore roads were built, 
indian trails 
and bridle paths were the only means 
of communication 
with neighbors and 
surrounding towns. 
As I have driven 
over some of our oldest roads, notably 
the Old Meadow and the New Boston 
roads, I often have 
thought that if 
those roads followed the lines of the 
original trails, surely tin* ways of the 
Indian 
were pust finding out. 
The few necessities of life must he 
brought from Boston, tit** nearest sea­ 
port. by foot or horseback. 
After the 
cabin was 
built the land 
m ust be 
cleared. 
F arm Implements were few 
and crude. The sickle filled the place 
of 
the reaper and binder, the scythe 
served 
the 
purpose of the six-foot 
cutter bar and the wooden plow was 
made to answer for tile modern side­ 
hill. 
the potato digger and the culti­ 
vator. 
In 
this season of “rum m age 
sales” perhaps you have hunted 
In 
some old house. 
You find there 
the 
old 
fir'■ Doe. That served 
not only 
for w arm th hut in the preparation of 
j all those 
J .Hatable 
dishes, the very 
reading of which m akes our tw entieth 
century epicure grow green with envy. 
And In the garret you may see the oid 
j candle mold, the crane for Hie flre- 
| place, the 
hand loom, the 
spinning 
wheel, tucked way on 
a shelf 
Is the 
old flint and ste*d, vivid reminders of 
the days 
that are passed. 
The loom 
and Hie spinning wheel are Idle now 
and the knitting needles grow rusty 
before stores of mill-knit hose. 
The 
deer. the wolf, the wildcat and bear 
still frequented the woods and the In­ 
dian compelled the settler to go armed 
to his work. 
A m usem ents were few 
and simple, the sterner duties of a rig-

Yet with all their trials arid hardships, 
our forefathers showed a loyal devo­ 
tion to their Ideals, the church 
and 
tile school, the foundation stones of 
New FJngland's prosperity. 
And the 
Bible was tile guide of conduct In pub­ 
lic as 
w e l l us private life. 
Ladies 
and gentlemen, has it ever occurred to 
you that our latter duy politician has 
failed somehow to live up to th a t high 
standard? 
Hardly had the town been Incorpor­ 
ated when financial support and a t ­ 
tendance at church In Chelmsford be­ 
gan 
to 
be irksome. The town must 
have a place of worship. The eleventh 
day of A pi’ll, 1715. this was recorded: 
"At a general 
town meeting it was 
granted to set our meeting house for 
the town of D racut on a piece of land 
near the south side of a hill. called 
FTag Meadow Hill, on Thom as \ a m ­ 
o u rs land. 
Also it is granted one b ar­ 
rel of cider and 
such u quantity of 
rum as the trustees may think need­ 
ful for 
the raising of 
said meeting 
house.” 
It is safe to say that no lady* 
bv the nam e of Nation attended th at 
raising with her little hatchet. 
The building of a church 25 by 3.» 
was a great undertaking and It was 
not completed until 1*18, though 
rated two years earlier. The 
was about half a mile abov 
et falls. 
This building soon outgrew 
its usefulness and In 1745, after much 
discussion. 
“Voted to build a meeting 
house for ye public worship of God 
45 feet In length and 35 feet in breadth 
and 23 feet between the plate and sills 
—clapboarded with sawed clapboards 
and shingled with white pine shingles, 
and the windows ahull have sash and 
glazed 
with 
glass 
called 
ye 
large 
square glass (8 by I O ) . ” 
This 
structure 
contained 
twelve 
square or box pews arranged around 
the sides and In the 
gallery. 
These 
were for the "dignitic” and established 
by vote of the town. 
In the centre 
were long benches for 
tile 
common 
people, those unable to own pews. P e r­ 
haps nowhere have 
the 
aristocratic* 
tendencies of our ancestors been more 
strongly exhibited and class distinc­ 
tion more clearly marked limn in this 
building of pews and endeavoring to 
secure a coveted location. 
In 1793 a new building was needed and 
it was voted "to build a house of th** 
sam e bigness as til** one in Pelham. 
Somewhat sad to 
relate, 
th** 
same 
spirit of dissension again arose. M eet­ 
ing after meeting was called, the town 
surveyed and the geographical centre 
determined. 
A church was erected on 
the ‘V entral Line,” this site In 1 794. 
They were fighters, these men. 
The 
opposition erected another church half 
a mile west of here, where, Mrs, J. L. 
Sargent now lives. 
Tile same year it 
was removed to the present 
site 
of 
Paw tucket church. 
You, who 
gather 
for worship in th a t church on S u n ­ 
day mornings, m ust often pause as 
you enter the present beautiful stru c ­ 
ture. 
The associations 
which cluster 
around tlint little knoll are peculiarly 
sacred. There, more than two hundred 
and fifty years ago. the brave 
and 
gentle John 
billot 
labored long and 
earnestly for the salvation of the Red 
Man. 
A century ago a stove In a house of 
worship was unknown. 
But in 
1820 
the Paw tucket parish voted “to give 
permission to those persons 
who had 
bought a stove to set 
It up 
in 
the 
church." 
This must have been p ro ­ 
ductive of much physical com fort if 


those sam e discussions,

Hire to know the tru th a t any cost# 
have given to us today a broader, ft 
better, a tru er conception

The early 
school

The first school house was built In

Twice during two centuries has thl* 
country of ours been In great 
peril. 
I Twice has its 
very

threatened. 
In those stirring tim es of 
: the Revolution, those times when 
it 
I was necessary to give life for princi­ 
ple, D racut responded nobly to the 
1 call. 
If for no other reason Dracut 
m ay well feel proud of the place her 
sons filled during the War of Inde- 
j pendency. 
Long before the breaking 
‘ out of hostilities the tow n was quietly 
preparing for the Inevitable struggle. 
The records of thut time are filled with 
the votes passed for the training of 
minute men, the providing und sto r­ 
ing of am m unition and the relieving 
of those oppressed by the British acts. 
When the "shot heard round the world 
was fired” at Concord, April 19th, 1775, 
D racut was there. 
One 
hundred and 
tw enty-six men under the commands 
of Capt. Stephen Russell and Captain 
Peter Coburn, took an active part. 
A 
loving and grateful people have erect­ 
ed a m onum ent on that battle-ground 
“ In gratitude to God and love of free­ 
dom.” 
A few days ago I stood at the base 
of thut tall sh aft of 
granite 
which 
rises with such massive solidity and 
grandeur on Bunker Hill. And Inscrib­ 
ed on that enduring rock I read 
the 
nam** of a D racut boy. John ThisselL 
who us the sun sank on that mem ora­ 
ble seventeenth of June was numbered 
j am ong the dead. 
At Saratoga, when 
j General Burgoyne was forced to sur- 
I render, Captain Russell and his men 
j were there. 
D uring that terrible w in­ 
ter a t Valley F’orge, th at winter w’hlch 
goes unparalleled in the world's hls- 


I tory as an example of patient suffer­ 
ing and heroic fortitude, the men from 
D racut were there. 
Nor were thus** at home unmindful of 
the loved ones fighting for liberty. Am­ 
munition must be provided, clothing fur­ 
nished und supplies for the wounded pro­ 
cured. 
And in ull this Dracut was not; 
found wanting. 
I will speak but a moment of that other 
greut conflict, th* war of the rebellion. 
The lesson of patriotism had been well 
learned. 
How often has your blood bees 
stirred, your pulse quickened by tho re­ 
lation of, with many of you, the very re­ 
membrance of 
those days forty years 
ago? 
Under this very roof was given 
Abraham's Lincoln’s first call for volun­ 
teers. 
Two hundred and eighteen men 
from Dracut risked their all 
that the 
Union might be preserved. 
Time forbids 
nu* speaking of their record. 
Nobly and 
well thev played their part. 
Th.* civil history has much of Interest. 
Tile maimer o f recording 
events, 
Hie 
seriousness with which many things to us 
trivial, were treated, and the seeming ne­ 
glect of more Important 
matters, 
tell 
much of the f iv es of 
our forefathers. 
Prom its infancy Dracut has religiously

W hether Hie marvellous tales of 
catches, handed down to us Im vc increas­ 
ed in the telling or not. the fact remains 
t hat the settlers paid money into the 
town treasury every year for the fishing 
privileges.

by Lowell and 
Dracut. Bridge street a century ago was 
know ti as Ferry lane and it was not until 
1820 that Central bridge took the place 
of the old ferry. This was rebuilt In 1S452 
and, 
when burned tw enty years later, 
was replaced by the present iron stru ct­ 
ure. 
Both of these bridges were built and 
owned by private corporations and 
toll 
was charged for man arui beast. The toil 
ut Pawtucket bridge was abolished iii 1871 
and tin' Lowell city council laid out Cen­ 
tral bridge as a public highway in 1855. 
A seven-year lawsuit was 
the 
result. 
Two noted lawyers were pitted against 
each other. Benjamin F. Butler and Rufus 
Cimato. 
Choate’s side secured a verdict 
of $33,558 for the bridge company. 
There comes to me as I look at the 
town s history, as I see Its grow th and 
progress, the names on D racu t’* honor 
roll. 
'I’iie standard of a tow n’s worth 
and usefulness Is not measured always 
by the number of its children who have 
achieved a world wide fame.

Some of the Early History of the 
Settlement—Old Block House 
From Which 
Indians 
Were 
Fought—Many Old Residents of 
Town Present—Exercises of the 
Day 


D racut is 200 years young and the 
people of the town are celebrating the 
200th anniversary of the incorporation 
of the town today. 
D racut is one of the oldest towns 
In the com monwealth. 
Its 
incorpora­ 
tion antedates the 
adoption 
of 
the 
constitution by about 80 years, and its 
settlem ent runs back at least to 1688, 
with the probability of being a good 
deal older, or practically contem poran­ 
eous with Concord (1635) and Billerica 
(1635-6) and Chelmsford (1652). -What­ 
ever the exact date m ay have been 
there is no question th a t when white 
men first established their homes in 
w hat is now the territory of Dracut,, 
they were the very outposts of the a d ­ 
vancing civilization. 
D racut’s 
nam e 
w as 
supplied 
by 
Samuel Varnum, one of th e first s e t­ 
tlers, who seems to have come from 


stone wall, supposed to I ave been pro­ 
vided for the women and children. 
T hat this old building nobly served 
its 
intended use is known from the 
fact of its survival, and the w ell-au­ 
thenticated accounts of num erous oc 
casions when the white people of the 
neighborhood gathered within its walls 
and stood off the copper-colored foes 
The building was torn 
dowft 
about 
1880. 
The first m eeting-house was built 
at 
Paw tucket Falls, on the site now 
occupied by the Paw tucket Congrega 
tional church, in 1714, and a barrel of 
cider and ‘‘such rum as m ay be deem ­ 
ed needful” was authorized to be pro­ 
vided for the raising. 
Thomas Parker 
was the first minister, and everything 
goes to show th a t he was a true pas 
tor and a true pioneer. 
In consequence of the spreading out 
one of the several D raycotts in Eng- j of 
the settlem ent to the eastward, 
land. 
In D racu t’s early history the M erri­ 
mack was the great highw ay up and 
down this valley and around P aw tu c k ­ 
et Falls portage, there was constantly 
an Indian village. 
The settlers of the 
future D racut had thus, in selecting 
this point for their dwelling 
place, 
enforced upon themselves 
not 
only 
the usual problem of w resting a liv­ 
ing from the wilderness, but the nec­ 
essity of 
defending 
the 
P aw tucket 
Falls portage as a strategic m ilitary 
situation. One of the outcomes of that 
necessity was a garrison house and 
another a fort. 
The 
form er 
has long since d isap­ 
peared, even with all knowledge of its 
location, but the garrison house, solid­ 
ly built of g reat tim bers to resist a t ­ 
tack, rem ained In a fair state of p res­ 
ervation up to about 20 years ago. It 
stood in w hat is now Lowell territory, 
on the farm of the late M ajor H enry 
Em ery, off Riverside street, on a knoll 
overlooking the point of 
junction, of 
B eaver brook with 
the 
M errim ack 
i iver. 
This refuge against the Indians was 
m ost 
adm irably 
placed 
to 
guard 
against 
surprise. 
It com m anded a 
view to the south of the white c a ta ­ 
ra c t pouring down over the rocks at 
P aw tucket Falls; to the east the m a g ­ 
nificent basin 
in which 
the 
w aters 
paused and circled in a thousand ed­ 
dies which even the inarch of civiliza­ 
tion in 200 years has 
not 
essentially 
changed, before 
they sped 
aw ay 
at 
rig h t angles to their previous course, 
and sought the ocean 30 miles to the 
northeast. 
H u n t’s falls 
well 
below, 
P aw tucket Falls above, and a wilcmr- 
ness of forest swept in a wide circle 
behind, and protected their flanks. 
The garrison house was 45 feet long 
by 22 feet wide, two stories high, with 
a pitched roof. 
It was built in 
1674. 
T he 
flooring 
and 
fram ing 
tim bers 
w ere 16 inches square, of pine. 
The 
second story projected over the first 
nearly a foot, the floor of the project­ 
ing portion being pierced with holes 
to permit shooting 
down u£on foes 
th a t might assail the walls to destroy 
or set fire to them. 
The perpendicular 
projecting tim bers of the second story, 
term inated at their lower ends in c u r­ 
ious 
conical 
shapes, apparently in ­ 
tended for ornam ent, and there was 
a 
great 
chim ney 
made 
of 
bricks 
brought from Scotland, as the 
stam p 
upqn them showed. 
A portion of the 
house w as partitioned off by a heavy

about 1745, a dem and for a new church 
' arose, and the controversy became so 
acute in respect to its location that 
the General Court was finally appealed 
to. 
The com m ittee 
of 
the 
General 
Court selected a spot east of Beaver 
brook, apparently ut the 
location of 
w hat was subsequently known as the 
Centre church or “Old Yellow Meeting 
House.” 
At any rate the church then 
built and opened in 1748, was subse­ 
quently replaced, 
and 
the 
building 
th a t was substituted was the Old Yel­ 
low Meeting House. 
This was built 
in 1793, and was standing up to w ith­ 
in a few ye ars. 
About the sam e tim e the people In 
the westerly part of the town, th a t is 
in the 
neighborhood 
of 
P aw tucket 
Falls, were so w rought up by theologi­ 
cal differences and 
the ■ old location 
dissension 
th a t 
they 
built 
a 
new 
church, and this in 1797 w as incorpor­ 
ated under the nam e of the W est C on­ 
gregational church in Dracut. 
A few 
years ago also this ancient building 
yielded to the m arch of progress and 
a new brick church was erected, the 
territory being now within the p re­ 
cincts of the city of Lowell. 
In ISH, M ajor Joseph Bradley V a r­ 
num, whose estate m ay still be seen a 
few miles from Lowell on the M ethuen 
road, then representing the sta te of 
M assachusetts In the United States 
senate, voiced a sentim ent which had 
been the general feeling^ of his tow ns­ 
men then for nearly a' century in a 
speech relative to the extension of 
slavery to 
the 
Mississippi 
territory, 
saying; “W hen there is a disposition 
to retain a part of our species in slav­ 
ery there cannot be a proper respect 
for the rights of m ankind.” 
It was in his own family probably 
that the example of m anumission had 
been set long before even he was born. 
He was a brave soldier In the Revolu­ 
t i o n , and his wife Mollie. (Butler), for 
I whom in late years the local chapter 
of D aughters of the American Revolu­ 
tion have nam ed their organization, 
was one of the sam e sort. 
It is no wonder th a t the old town 
puts on her gay attire and Invites dis­ 
tinguished guests to celebrate with her 
her 200th birthday. 
She has much to 
be proud of In historic association. 
The interesting exercises were open­ 
ed this m orning by salutes and ringing 
of bells at sunrise. 
The old cannon at 
Navy Yard, which has been In 
use 
for many years, boomed out Its a n ­ 
nouncement to the residents of the his­ 
toric town, th at the sun had risen on 
a day full of interest to them.

all the bells in the town took up the 
glad tidings repeating them from one 
end 
of the township 
to the 
other. 
The church bell ut th** (/entre, and 
th** mill bells at Collinsville and the 
N avy Yard, ran g out in joyous unison, 
their accom panim ent to the booming 
of the cannon.

hardships, the struggles oftthnes for 
mere existence, gave little opportunity 
to our forefathers 
to hand 
down a 
complete chronicle of thfHk lives. Much 
that would be of value has been lost. 
But I wish to give you this morning. 
in the brief time assigned me, 
a few 
facts of the tow n's history, civil and 
religious, a g lim p se a t the custom s of 
olden time and some pictures of the 
tow n’s growth 
and progress 
during 
two centuries. 
Samuel Varnum . who cam e here In 
1664, and settled above P aw tucket Falls, 
was 
the 
first actual 
settler. 
Born 
in Dracut, England, to him belongs the 
honor of nam ing 
the 
town. 
E d ­ 
ward Coburn came here a little later 
and it is interesting to note th at de­ 
scendants of th«#se two men occupy 
part of the original grants. 
In fact 
most of the V arnum s and Coburns of 
this vicinity may trace their ancestry 
to these first settlers. 
As an illustration of the constant 
peril of those days it is related that 
Samuel V arnum und three of his chil­ 
dren while crossing the M errimack one 
morning to milk the cows were shot at 
by indians and two of the sons killed. 
The boys of today complain of

days you 
hgve felt. 


poor Indian. 
You have rebelled against 
the cruelty of the English who robbed 
him of his heritage. As a balm to your 
conscience as well as an example of 
business integrity and strict sense of 
honor, it may be said that this land 
was purchased of the Indian* by th* 
settlers for a 
consideration of three 
hundred pounds, paid to John Thomas, 
sagamore. To me this seem* a signi­ 
ficant and charitable act. For years 
the Indians 
had waged 
a cruel and 
treacherous war. 
Block or garrison 
houses 
and forts 
were a necessity. 
Time after time was the settler com ­ 
pelled to flee to these for safety, of­ 
ten returning to find his little home, 
which had cost him such unceasing toll, 
was in ashes. On your program Is a 
picture of the 
Old (harrison 
House 
which for two hundred years stood on 
Riverside street, now Lowell. 
The Indians once planned an attack 
on that house. 
The soldier* 
were 
aw ay and only a m other and her chil­ 
dren were In the house. 
Perceiving 
the danger, this brave woman put on 
the uniform of a soldier and patrolled 
the house as though on guard. 
She 
disappeared for a moment, only; to re- 
ippear In another uniform. 
Again aile 
ionned the uniform of a colonel. 
The 
Indians, 
alarm ed at 
this 
apparent 
force, did not dare to attack. 
D uring King Phillip's war the town 
was attacked and fourteen of the cab- I 
Ins burned. 
So great was the danger j

so cruel

square or box pew* arranged around 
the side* and In the 
gallery. 
These 
were for the “dlgnltJe 
and established 
by vote of the town. 
In the centre 
were long benches for 
the

people, those unable to own pews. P er­ 
haps nowhere have 
the 
aristocratic 
tendencies of our ancestors been more 
strongly exhibited and class distinc­ 
tion more clearly marked than In this 
building of pews and endeavoring to 
secure a coveted location. 
In 1793 a new building was needed and 
it was voted "to build a house of th** 
sam e bigness as the one in Pelham.” 
Som ewhat sad to 
relate, 
tile 
same 
spirit of dissension again arose. M eet­ 
ing after meeting was called, the town 
ourveyed and the geographical centre 
determined. 
A church was erected on 
the "Central Line,” this site in 1794. 
They were fighters, these men. 
The 
opposition erected another church half 
a aff Ie west of here, where Mrs. J. L. 
Sargent now' lives. 
The same year It 
wuH removed to the present 
site 
of 
Paw tucket church. 
You, who 
gather 
for worship in th a t church on S u n ­ 
day mornings, m ust often pause as 
you enter tile present beautiful stru c­ 
ture. 
The associations 
which cluster 
around th a t little knoll are peculiarly 
sacred. There, more than two hundred 
and fifty yeurs ago, the brave 
and 
gentle John 
Eliot 
labored long and 
earnestly for the salvation of the Red 
Man. 
A century ago a stove in a house of 
worship was unknown. 
But in 
1820 
tile Paw tucket parish voted “to give 
permission to those persons 
who had 
bought u stove to set 
it up 
in 
the 
church.” 
This m ust have been pro­ 
ductive of much physical com fort lf 
not conducive to spiritual well-being. 
A sounding board was p art of the nec­ 
essary furnishings. 
The 
P aw tucket 
church possessed a very elaborate one 
suspended above the pulpit, to reflect 
the m inister’s voice. In 1828 the pas­ 
tor had It removed. 
A good brother 
on viewing this sacrilege the follow­ 
ing Sunday, cried: “T hey have taken 
aw ay the Ark of the Lord and I will 
go, too." 
H e never returned. 
The C entral church, on this site, 
has passed through m any storms. The 
U nitarian controversy caused it to se­ 
cede in 1834, but it returned 
to 
the 
Congregational 
fold 
thirteen 
years 
later. 
The Hillside church owres its 
origin to this controversy. 
When the 
Central church changed its allegiance 
the 
dissatisfied 
members 
withdrew 
and, in 
1835, dedicated 
th# 
Hillside 
church as “The Evangelical Congre­ 
gational Church of Dracut." 
A few years ago the building which 
so many of you affectionately rem em ­ 
ber 
as 
"The 
Old 
Yellow 
Meeting 
House," wus remodeled. 
Everything 
was changed but the color. 
Our 
forefathers 
have been 
called 
fanatical in 
their 
devotion 
to 
the 
Bible. 
We look askance sometimes at 
the many quarrels, the church upris­ 
ings, tbs severing of sacred ties. But

In those stirring times of 
the Revolution, those tim es when

lf for no other reason Dracut 
m ay well feel proud of the place her 
sons filled during the W a r of Inde­ 
pendence. 
Long before the breaking 
out of hostilities the tow n was quieti? 
preparing for the inevitable struggle. 
The records of that tim e are filled with 
the votes passed for the training of 
m inute men, the providing and stor­ 
ing of am munition and the relieving 
of those oppressed by the British acts. 
When the .“shot heard round the world 
was fired” at Concord. April 19th, 1776, 
Dracut wus there. 
One 
hundred and 
tw enty-six men under the com mands 
of Capt. Stephen Russell and Captain 
Peter Coburn, took an active part. A 
loving und grateful people have erect­ 
ed a m onum ent on that battle-ground 
“In gratitude to God and love of free­ 
dom.” 
A few days ago I stood a t the bass 
of thut tall ?haft of 
granite 
which 
rises with such m assive solidity an d 
grandeur on Bunker HIU. And inscrib­ 
ed on that enduring rock I read 
tho 
name of a Dracut boy, John ThisselL 
who as the sun sank on th a t m em ora­ 
ble seventeenth of June was numbered 
am ong the dead. 
At Saratoga, whet} 
General Burgoyne was forced to sur­ 
render, Cuptuin Russell and his men 
were there. 
During th at terrible win­ 
ter at Valley Forge, th a t w inter which 
goes unparalleled In the world’s his­ 
tory as an example of patient suffer­ 
ing and heroic fortitude, the men from 
D racut were there. 
Nor were those at home unmindful of 
tile loved ones fighting for liberty. Am­ 
munition must be provided, clothing fur-, 
nished and supplies for the wounded pro­ 
cured. 
And in uh this Dracut was not 
found wanting. 
I will speak but a moment of that other 
great conflict, the war of the rebellion. 
The lesson of patriotism had been well 
learned. 
How often has your blood bees 
stirred, your pulse quickened by the re- 
lntion of, with many of you, the very re­ 
membrance of 
those days forty years 
ago? 
Under this very roof was given 
Abraham s Lincoln’s first call for volun­ 
teers. 
Two hundred and eighteen men 
from Dracut risked their all 
that th* 
Union might be preserved. 
Time forbids 
me speaking of their record. 
Nobly and 
well they played their part. 
The civil history has much of Interest. v 
The manner of recording 
events, 
the 
s e r i o u s n e s s with which many things to us 
trivial, were treated, and the seeming ne­ 
glect of more Important 
matters, 
tell 
much of the fives of 
our forefathers. 
From Its infancy Dracut has religiously

The spot where the head was found 
by 
Messrs. Green and Bruce is under 
the wooden bridge th a t Grouses the old 
Russell brook on the Billerica road. 
From all appearances, the m urderer 
l e a n e d 
over the bridge 
railing 
and 
tossed the head under the bridge in ­ 
to the water. 
The place Mar been passed by many 
people during the past few days. 
The bundle containing the head wan 
tied to a stone and rested In about two 
feet of water. The head was wrapped 
in the woman’s skirt and waist, which 
were covered with blood. 
Messrs. Green und Bruce begun their 
search for the missing head about 
7 
o ' c l o c k yesterday morning and it was 
three hours later when they located It. 
The old Russell brook where it was 
found has its rise far beyond the saw 
mill, which is only a few yards dis­ 
tant from the wooden bridge, 
The water breaks through the race­ 
way in the rear of the lumber mill and

And yet, were the head 
thrown into the brook in daylight,

The m urderer might have disponed of 
the head before placing the* body near 
the woodpile, for the bridge is 70 yards 
this side of the gate that m arks the 
entrance to the road th a t was tra v ­ 
ersed by the person or persons who 
left the body where it was found.

SISTER OPPOSED MARRIAGE. 
From Lawrence comes this story: 
Mrs. Bl urv I in came here with her fam­ 
ily from Ireland when she was 
quite 
young and passed her girlhood here. At 
Chelmsford she met Blondin and after a 
short courtship they were married, it ie 
understood in opposition to the wishes of 
the woman's sister, Mrs. Casey. 
who 
lives here. 
After 
her marriage, Mr*. 
Blondin lived In Boston. 
\ 
Last April, whtle on a visit to her, Ma­ 
ter here, she said she had had some trou­ 
ble with her husband because he wafted 
her to draw her money out of the bonk 
and go to Canada with him to live. She 
asked lipr sister's advice about this mat­ 
ter, but Mrs. Casey told her to de a* Aile 
thought best. 
loiter It wa* learned that 
she turd returned to Boston and wa* liv­ 
ing with hor husband. 
The latter part of April Mrs. Casey re­ 
ceived a letter from Mrs. Blondin, re­ 
questing her to visit Boston. 
On April 
2», she replied, indicating bar wJUtngne** 
to accept the invitation. 
A few days later the letter which bad 
been opened, was returned to Mrs. C as- 
©y, with the words "moved to Canada** 
written on It. 
On investigating the com, 
Mrs. Casey found that the landlady in 
Boston received the letter, took ft to th* 
room occupied by the Blondine, and push­ 
ed It under the door. When the landlady 
saw Blondin afterwards, she asked him 
lf he got the letter. 
He said he had and 
stated that hts wife would net be ther* 
anymore because she had gone to Canada. 
After that Blondin disappeared aud th* 
landlady had not seen him sine*. 
Mrs Ca»!©y ©a'd from what Mrs. Blond­ 
in told her. she believes that Blondin wa* 
very 
Jealous o f hi# wife 
and treat­ 
ed her cruelly. 
She save also that he 
was v e r y penurious. 
Mrs. Casey Is of 
the opinion that the quarrel about going 
to Canada was renewed 
between 
the 
roupl© and that Mrs. Blondin left her 
husband, went back to Lowell to seek 
work and there met Her death. 
PROBABLY GONE TO CANADA. 
The state police believe that Blondl* * 
has made tracks for Canada.
